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Dear Sit- 
In response to the Restriction Requirement under 35 U.S.C. § 121 dated November 29, 
2006, Applicants provisionally elect Group 1 (Claims 1-5, 7, and 9-18), "as specifically drawn to 
a compound comprising a bifunctional fusion glycoprotein or bifunctional glycoprotein 
conjugate, the compound comprising a carbohydrate complement, and: a) a fist portion winch is 
an enzyme; b) a second portion which binds specifically to an epitope of a tumor specific 
antigen; wherein the carbohydrate complement comprises at least one exposed terminal 
carbohydrate residue, classified in class 530, subclass 350", with traverse. To comply with the 
Examiner's Election of Species Requirement, Applicants also provisionally elect 0- 
glucuronidase for Claim 7 of Group I and anti CEA for Claim 9 of Groups 1 and II. 


Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and modification of the restriction 
requirement in view of the following remarks.
